Help Fo r Scho o l Teachers 
The future o f Salem’s public schools rests with 
the v o ters who go to the po lls to mo rro w. 
If they ap­ 
pro v e the 1 5 mill tax lev y , mo ney will bo pro v ided 
to pay sc ho o l teachers an Increase they not o nly de­ 
serv e bu t. mu st hav e to carry on in the manner parents 
ex p ect of them. Prop er edu cation and training o f the 
children depend o n well-trained teachers, iitted by 
colleg e edu cation and by ex p erience. To accep t less 
from those who g u ide children throu g h their early 
y ears wou ld be to deny the children a thorou g h p re­ 
p aration for the life ahead of them. That Is basic In 
edu cation and few wo uld arg u e the p oint. 
Salem school teachers hav e been p atient u nder 
the handicap of meag er salaries while all other g rou p s 
were p rov ided with increases to meet hig her costs of 
liv ing Bu t su ch a condition cannot g o on mu ch long er 
u nless the schools are to su ffer. The board of edu ca­ 
tion has recog nized the need for increases to all teach­ 
ers bu t it lacks the fu nd* to do as mu ch as It desires 
and as conditions demand 
Additional financial su p p ort Ls the p ressing need 
and only the v oters can p rov ide that. If they hav e 
the fu tu re Interest of their boy s and g irls at heart— 
and we believ e they do hav e—-they will v ote for the 
schools’ 1.5 mill lev y at tomorrow’s election. The ex ­ 
tra money thu s p rov ided will be u sed only to p ay $25 
n month more to ev ery p u blic school teacher in Salem. 


Parking Meiers 
It has requ ired only the first week's op eration to 
p rov e the v alu e of Salem's first p arking meters. There 
has been p ractically no confu sion, v iolations hav e not 
been ex cessiv e, and some p laces to p ark in the down­ 
town section may be fou nd any hou r of the day Those 
who p rev iou sly monop olized p arking sp ace In the bu si­ 
ness streets hav e g iv en way to those who u se the sp ace 
for shop p ing and other bu siness calls. And few seem 
to mind the few p ennies this p riv ileg e costs them. 
Mu ch of the su ccess of the early op eration of these 
meters is du <* to enforcement of reg u lations The two 
p olice officers assig ned to day du ty on the streets 
hav e done a g ood job of checking jx irking v iolations 
So long as a sy stematic check Ls continu ed, with re­ 
su lting fines for v iolators, the meters will continu e 
to be a boon to motorists and a sou rce of rev enu e to 
tin* city . 
Rev enu e Is, or shou ld be only a secondary objectiv e, 
bu t It Is an Imp ortant one. It Is p ay ing for ex tra p o­ 
licemen the city lias needed for a long time In ad­ 
dition to streng thening the p olice force, it has made 
p assible the assig nment, of officers to day du ty when 
they can serv e not only as. traflic officers bu t for g en­ 
eral p olice du ty . Officers Lu tsch and Forney hav e 
accep ted their new tasks wholeheartedly ; their ex ­ 
cellent work deserv es to be recog nized. 


Free Labo r 
Union sp okesmen are calling p rop osals to limit the 
least beatable ex cesses of their org anizations threats 
to free labor. 
That's nonsense. 
No u nionist dares to make n p u blic defense of the 
ou trag es that hav e been p u t Into the records of con­ 
g ressional hearing s p ending leg islation to cu rb hig h- 
riding u nion bosses. The Issu e is not the rig hts of la­ 
bor, bu t the rig hts of tree men to p rotect themselv es 
ag ainst org anized coercion, which has nothing w hat­ 
ev er to do with leg itimate u nionism. 
Cong ress is charg ed with resp onsibility for bring ­ 
ing u nion bosses who hav e g one beserk u nder some 
kind of adequ ate p u blic control. Its job. assig ned by 
p op u lar mandate, is to establish equ ity in laws p er­ 
mitting citizens to Join labor org anizations of their 
own choosing It is a matter of record that some p arts 
of these laws hav e been distorted to p ermit u nion or­ 
g anizers to ride rou g hshod ov er p ersonal and p u blic 
rig hts. 
Free labor cannot be hu rt while the majority of 
Americans remain sy mp athetic with Its asp irations, 
one of which is the freedom to Join or not to join a 
u nion Fiee labor cannot be hint while Cong ress, re- 
ilecting majority op inion, continu es to be dev oted to 
the p rincip le that freedom cannot be reserv ed to a 
minority bu t belong s to ev ery body . 
The attemp ts of u nion leaders to block leg islativ e 
restrictions on some of the intolerable p olicies they 
hav e p u rsu ed with more 
zeal than sense are too late. 
The assu med rig ht of these men to ru n hog wild ov er 
the rig hts of thiv se who 
disag ree with them is being 
challeng ed in Cong ress.. 
For y ears a sy stematic decep tion kep t cong ressmen 
half conv inced that a handfu l of bu ll-v oiced u nion 
sp okesmen rep resented the org anized labor mov ement, 
p erhap s ev en rep resented a majority of American 
labor. The decep tion p etered ou t in the 1946 cong res­ 
sional elections The v ast majority of the winning 
candidates for Cong ress were v oted into office with 
the u nderstanding that they wou ld cu rb the ex cesses 
of the most arrog ant of the u nion bosses. 
Cong ress is g oing to p u t restrictions on these men. 
TIu fconly qu estion remaining now is whether the bu ll 
v oices will be able to intimidate Harry Tru man into 
v etoing the bill which will be sent to his desk; wheth­ 
er the man in the White Hou se will be as scared as 
they want him to be.
